Robert Penman 
Passed Away On 
Wednesday 

Had Been Ailing for Past Seven 

Months; Had Been Admitted to 

Hospital Tuesday Evening; 

Funeral Sunday. 

The death occurred at the local 
hospital at 1 p.m. Wednesday of 
Robert “Bob” Penman, 67, follow¬ 
ing an illness of seven months.

OTTAWA.—The Pension Act, a 27- 
year-old piece of legislation that has 
rolled up public obligations of roughly 
$60,000,000 a year, will undergo its 
first parliamentary review in five 
years sometime after the opening of 
the second* session of the 20th Cana¬ 
dian parliament. 

At the end of January the pen¬ 
sion liability for the First Great War 
stood at nearly $37,000,000, repre¬ 
senting payments to 90,000 disabled 
veterans and dependents. At the 
same time the liability for the Second 
Great War stood at mere than $22,- 
000,000, representing payments to 
more than 48,000 persons. 

The last parliamentary review of

ond corps which had enrolled 65 
youths. 

The Cadet Corps, he stated, was 
controlled by a directorate at Ot¬ 
tawa and was of a permanent na¬ 
ture. There were 125,000 cadets in 
the Dominion. In Alberta in 1945 
there were 2,300 cadets. Today 
there were 3,700. 

The program was drafted in such 
a manner that it would keep boys 
busy and would do much to elim¬ 
inate as much as possible juvenile 
delinquency. He did not want to 
make boys soldiers, but the pro¬ 
gram definitely would stimulate 
them physically, mentally and spir¬ 
itually. The course included (1) 
Citizenship; (2) health, PT, pro¬ 
gram and games; (3) drill, taught 
to walk properly which would serve 
them throughout life and taught 
to work as a team; (4) shooting 
program, taught how to shoot and 
observe the rules of safety. There 
would be free ammunition, rifles 
would be supplied to the corps and 
cadets would have the opportunity 
of entering provincial and dominion 
competitions. Prizes ranging up to 
valuable watches were given in the 
big competitions. (5) first aid; (6) 
map reading; (7) signalling pro¬ 
gram. Here there was the possible 
chance that walkie-talkie equipment 
would be given the corps along with 
wireless equipment; (8) combus¬ 
tion engines; (9) woodcraft; (10) 
fieldcraft. The program was design¬ 
ed to develop citizenship and lead¬ 
ership. 

There would be an annual Cadet 
camp. This summer th e camp would 
be at Banff. The cadets would be 
under constant supervision and 
would receive any medical atten¬ 
tion required. 

Should the Board wish to spon¬ 
sor the Corps all that it was re¬ 
quired to do was sign a bond, this 
to give assurance that the equip¬ 
ment which would be supplied 
would not be damaged by vandal¬ 
ism, and buy uniforms. The uni¬ 
forms cost $7.50 each, the cost to 
be spread over a 3-year period. 

In return the sponsors would re¬ 
ceive $1.25 back per year per mem¬ 
ber. For every senior cadet enrolled 
the sponsors would receive $1, and 
50c for every junior. $2 per year 
was awarded for the upkeep of 
each musical instrument the cadet 
band may possess. 

Following the officers’ departure 
from the Board room, the Board 
members discussed the proposal in 
detail and by unanimous vote de¬ 
cided to sponsor the Corps. 

In addition to guns and ammuni- 
iton, mattresses for PT will be fur¬ 
nished and a rifle range will be set 
up at the expense of MD 13. 

Principle Hoyle revealed in his 
report that during February at¬ 
tendance had fallen to 90% at Cen¬ 
tral and high school and to 88% 
at Cameron school. He attributed 
the low average to colds during 
that month. 

His report touched on an epi¬ 
demic of itch which had been found 
among some school children. They 
had 1 been sent to the doctor who in 
turn had ruled that the itch was 
not contagious. The matter was 
given to the Management commit¬ 
tee. 

The subject of truancy was de¬ 
bated- at length. It was revealed 
that some students, particularly 
girls, wer e coming to school in the 
morning, being registered as pres¬ 
ent and on the first opportunity had 
quietly left the classroom and went 
to a downtown restaurant where 
they^ had spent their time. One 
girl was reported to have done this 
for two weeks. Several had started 
to make this a practice and Con¬ 
stable Antle had been asked to in¬ 
tervene. 

It was also suspected that some 
students had returned their month¬ 
ly report books to the teacehrs with 
forged signatures and this is to be 
investigated by the Board. The sug¬ 
gestion that the date when report 
books are to be given students be 
published in The Journal met favor 
with the trustees as this would 
notify parents that junior should 
have his report book home with 
him on a certain date. 

The Board gave sanction to Prin¬ 
cipal Hoyle to suspend any student 
found guilty of missing classes be¬ 
tween the hours of 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
and the student would be refused 
admission to classes until his case 
had been reviewed by the Board. 
The practice of students slipping 
away during a spare and failing to 
return for certain classes is becom¬ 
ing too common ad has to be 
curbed 

A letter was received from Cole¬ 
man Lions club asking the co-oper¬ 
ation of both the Board and Prin¬ 
cipal Hoyle in reporting students 
requiring glasses. Sight conserva¬ 
tion is probably the most important 
activity among the many in the 
Lions club. The Lions will receive 
the necessary co-operation.

But Employers and Workers Must Assist 

During the war organization of manpower 
was made possible through co-operation of 
employers and workers. 

T7us co-operation is no less necessary to 
assist in organizing the employment market 
during the present critical period. 

Some manpower controls still remain. 
These are still law. They are aimed at assisting 
in organizing the employment market. 

Remaining controls are designed to help 
employers and workers—and actually require 
only minor assistance from the public. 

YOU ARE URGED TO COMPLY WITH 
THE FOUR CONTROLS WHICH REMAIN: 

1 Employers MUST notify the National Employ¬ 
ment Office of any need for workers, as soon 
as that need is known. 

2 Where employers engage workers outside the 
National Employment Service they MUST 
notify the nearest NES Office within three 
days, that an employee has been engaged. 
(Form NSS 312 is provided for this purpose.) 

3— Unemployed workers seeking employment 
MUST register with the National Employment 
Office if unemployed for seven consecutive 
days. 

4— Generally speaking, any employer or em¬ 
ployee MUST give seven days’ notice to the 
other party of any intention to terminate 
employment. (Form NSS 120 is still required.) 
Exceptions may be learned from the nearest 
NES Office. 

The partners to industry-employers and 
employees—should help the National Employ¬ 
ment Service to promote a high level of employ¬ 
ment by complying with these simple rules 

Only with public support can an employ¬ 
ment service give full assistance to the com- 
munity. 

Make full use of the Local Office of the National 
Employment Service. It is there to serve your

Influenced Morale 

Nelson Column In Trafalgar Square 

Helped Londoners Through Blitz 

The periodical examination has 
again taken place of the Nelson 
Column in London’s Trafalgar Square. 
W. Larkins, a steeplejack, made the 
perilous ascent of 145 feet. Having 
reached the summit of the pediment, 
he went on to examine the colossal 
figure of the Great Admiral. When' 
he had descended again to the square,! 
it was to report that all was sound j 
and solid. 

Surely the survival of the Nelson 
Column is one of the most astonish¬ 
ing features of London’s long ordeal 
by bombing. For the column stands 
at the centre of one of the most im¬ 
port squares in the crowded West¬ 
minster district, surrounded by the 
historic monuments and the govern¬ 
ment offices which were the favored 
gargets of the enemy. It might have 
been thought, indeed, that the author¬ 
ities would have taken the column 
down, not only for its own protec¬ 
tion, but to avoid wide damage which 
would have resulted had it toppled in 
any direction. 

But the Nelson Column was left 
standing, and it stood to witness all 
the sudden crash and ruin, the weird 
night effects of wild fires and sweep¬ 
ing searchlights. Indeed, it so hap¬ 
pened in 1943, with the blitz recently 
past, and the V-bombings soon to 
come, that the column marked the 
one hundredth anniversary of its 
erection. 

No doubt the figure of the Great 
Admiral, standing with composed 
resolution on its singularly exalted 
and exposed position, was not with¬ 
out its influence in maintaining the 
morale of the city. And no doubt if 
the historic figurci had come to life 
in the midst of London's ordeal, it 
would have spolcpn the identical 
words that Nelson himself used when 
under fire at the battle of Copen¬ 
hagen: “It is warm work; and this 
day may be the last to anyaof us at 
a moment. But mark you! I would 
not be elsewhere for thousands.”— 
Montreal Gazette. 

ISLAND IS GROWING

BOY RAW MILK VICTIM 

Further proof that compulsory pas¬ 
teurization of milk in Canada is a 
necessity is given in a letter written 
to the Vancouver Daily Province by 
the West Summerland mother of a 
three-year-old boy who is now in a 
children’s hospital with a tubercular 
spine. 

Additional comment is unnecessary 
—the letter speaks for itself: 

“My little son, 3, is a patient in 
the Crippled Children’s Hospital. He 
is there because his milk was not 
pasteurized. 

“In the small interior town where 
our home is, there is no dairy that 
sells pasteurized milk, and I thought 
that, because all cows are supposed, 
by law, to be T.B. tested, that such 
was a sufficient precaution, after a 
child was out of babyhood. But my 
son has T.B. of the spine, caused by 
a faulty milk supply. 

“If all parents would work together 
for a law enforcing pasteurization of 
all milk, there will be many of your 
children who will not have to face 
the terrible handicap that mine must. 
Several major operations, months of 
suffering, and probably years of hos¬ 
pitalization is a dreadful thing for 
any 3-year-old to face. 

“Remember \ the truth of the wise 
old adage—‘Prevention is better than 
cure.’ Demand that all milk must 
be pasteurized. 

The tragedy which struck at the 
happiness of this British Columbia 
home can strike at any Canadian 
family which* uses raw milk. To be 
completely safe, milk must come 
from certified animals, it must be 
handled cleanly, and it must be pas¬ 
teurized. 

In its campaign to obtain compul¬ 
sory pasteurization of milk through¬ 
out the Dominion, the Health League 
of Canada repeatedly has stated that 
pasteurization dees no harm to the 
nutritive value of milk—it only 
eliminates disease-bearing germs, 
There is no sound argument against 
pasteurization. 

Canadians do not have to drink 
disease-dealing, unpasteurized milk, 
If supplies of the commercially pas¬ 
teurized product are not available 
in their district, they can do their 
own pasteurizing. The Health 
League of Canada, 111 Avenue Road, 
Toronto 5, Ontario, can supply de¬ 
tails of easy home methods.
